Brewer, arrested Tuesday 
night, admitted printing coun- 
terfeit $10 bills at his El-Dor 
P ng Co., 4 North Eighth 
street, Secret Service agents 
said. He offered no information 
about his other activities. 


Dowd said Brewer had been | 


under investigation following re- 
ceipt of information he was 
printing “bogus bonds,. money 
and lottery tickets.” 

Dowd said he expected to 
question Brewer, specifically to 
determine if he knows anything 
about the counterféit debentures 
used by Albert Fein, profession- 
al bondsman, hotel operator and 
money lender, in obtaining loans 
from three St. Louis banks more 
than a year ago. 

“Bogus Debentures. 

Brewer had been under sus- 
picion as the possible source of 
the. bogus convertible deben- 
tures of Kerr-McGee Oil Indus- 


tries, Inc., an Oklahoma oil 
firm. 
Fein denied knowing the 


bonds were counterfeit and said 
they ‘were given to him by a 
“Texas oil man” as goliateral 
for-& $120,000 loan. . 

Fein borrowed $221,000 from 
Mutual Bank & Trust Co. and 
$85,000 from Delmar Bank of 
University City, using the worth- 
less securities. These banks 
called the loans, which Fein 


paid, 

Again.using the bonds. as:col- 
lateral, Fein borrowed $200,000 
from United Bank & Trust Co. 
and $70,000 from the Southern 
Commercial & Savings Bank. 
He was indicted on two charges 
of obtaining money by false pre- 
tenses because of the two latter 
loans, charges that are still 
pending against him in circuit 
court, 

The fact the bonds were coun- 
terfeit was disclosed after one 
bank became suspicious and it 
wis discovered that in copying 
genuine Kerr-McGee Oil Indus- 
tries debentures the name of the 
original printer had been 
omitted. — 4 

Police also are eager to 
question Brewer about his ac- 
tivities. Chief of Detectives 
James Chapman was to confer 
today with members of his staff 
on the matter, it was announced. 


Denies Printing ‘Bonds.’ 


Brewer, asked by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter yesterday if he 
Lad: printed the Fein bonds, 
denied being the source of the 
bogus debentures. 

Garry W. Stigall, Secret Serv- 
ice-épecial agent in charge, said 
Brewer admitted after his arrest 
in Kirkwood that he had printed 
$50,000 in false currency in the 
last two years. 

Stigall said Brewer told of 
printing $30,000 in counterfeit 
bills:in 1953—notes Stigall said 
eventually passed into the hands 
of an East Side ring whose mem- 
bers. went to prison—and of re- 
newing his operations about two 
mdziths ago. Since then, Brewer 
printed another $20,000, Stigall 
said. ”

MOSCOW, Feb. 3 (UP)—Rus- 
sia today ordered a 12 per cent 
boost in its arms budget and 
publicly announced the scrap- 
ping of the short-lived consumer 
goods program in favor of more 
heavy industrial production.

Nikita S. Khrushchev officially

Scandal Inquiry at Un- 
expected Session. 


Harold Holt, co-author of a 
1950 report that whitewashed 
James P. Finnegan, former col- 
lector of internal revenue here, 
testified before a federal grand 
jury for the fourth straight day 
today, at an unexpected session. 
Another witness in the inquiry 
into tax scandals reported ready 
to follow Holt was Thomas E. 
Scanlon, who helped write the 
report in question. He is District 
Director of Internal Revenue at 
Brooklyn, 

Holt testified also before a 
grand jury at Omaha in another 
phase of the inquiry. 

Holt is assistant regional com- 
missioner of internal revenue at 
Omaha. 


Schedules originally an- 
nounced by assistant attorneys 
general in charge of the hear- 
ings called for sessions the: first 
three days of the week, followed 
by adjournment to next Monday. 


At the conclusion of yester- 
day’s testimony, it was an- 
nounced that the jury would 
continue its work today. Rea- 
sons for changing the schedule 
were not given. 

A rule of strict secrecy con- 
cerning the identity of witnesses 
is being enforced here. Govern- 
ment attorneys would say only 
that “there will be witnesses.” 
Who the witnesses are and their 
indicated interest or connection 
with the tax matters under in- 
vestigation are not revealed. 


Gordon L. Coy and George M. 
Franklin, Internal Revenue 
agents in .Chicago, were wit- 
nesses this week. It is ufder- 
stood their testimony deals with 
the income tax returns filed by 
Finnegan, who received large 
fees from outside sources while 
Collector of Internal Revenue. 


The Scanlon-Holt report was 
followed by a second “white- 
wash” inquiry into the activities 
of Finnegan, who was subse- 
quently convicted of misconduct 
in office and sentenced to two 
years in Federal prison. He was 
taken from the penitentiary at 
Terre Haute to testify at Oma- 
ha, and is expected to be a wit- 
ness here when the inquiry 
moves into its later stages. 

A purpose of the investigation 
is to determine which high offi- 
cials of the Truman Administra- 
tion were responsible for the at- 
tempt to divert the prosecution 
of Finnegan. Another purpose, 
a Government official said, is 
to determine whether certain 
individuals should be charged 
with conspiracy to defraud the 
Government, and whether others, 
still in Government jobs, should 
be forced to resign.

Heavy industry, he said, would

111,800,000,000 rubles will be 
supplied by the state. 

The finance minister said spe- 
cial attention will be given to 
development of metallurgy, the 
oil industry, electricity, chemi- 
cals and machine building. 

He gave a figure of 65,200,- 
000,000 rubles for agricultural 
investment (a sum of approxi- 
mately $13,800,000). That was an 
increase of more than 300 per 
cent over the amount budgeted 
for agriculture last year. The 
increase reflected the govern- 
ment’s continuing emphasis on 
a campaign to open “virgin 
lands” and boost grain and live- 
stock production. 

Social, Cultural Outlay. 
The expenditure for social 
and cultural items this year was 
set at 146,900,000,000 rubles 
($34,725,000,000), an increase of 
5,600,000,000 rubles over last 
year.

This is aimed at 
preventing the re-drafting of 
men who have served previ- 
ously, sometimes almost three 
years. An estimated 144,000 
men previously had been 
drafted twice. 

2. Men who join the Na- 
tional Guard before they are 
18% and stay in the guard un- 
til they are 26 will be exempt 
from the draft. Under present 
law they must stay in the 
guard until they are 35 to be 
exempt. 

The draft requires every male 
to register for the draft by his 
eighteenth birthday. He is liable 
for induction at 18%, but local 
draft boards are directed to 
draft no one under 19 if older, 
eligible men are available.

David P. Sentner, Hearst news- 
papers—‘“Mr. President, if I 
might presume to ask a question 
on the fringe of the situation, 
in Moscow a few days ago, For- 
eign Minister Molotov gave an 
interview to W. R. Hearst Jr., 
and Kingsbury Smith of Inter- 
national News Service, and he 
indicated that the Soviet govern- 
ment will be willing to take up 
with the Chinese Communist 
government the question of a 
temporary cease-fire for the 
evacuation of the Tachens, if 
the United States made:a re- 
quest of the Kremlin for such 
a step.

Quemoy: Danger Zone 

There appears to We a growing major differ- 
ence of policy between the United States Gov- 
ernment and Chiang Kai-shek’s Nationalist Chi- 
nese regime over what shall be done about 
Quemoy and Matsu—the small Chinese islands 
just off mainland China. 

So the Associated Press reports, and it goes 
on to say in another dispatch that the issue of 
evacuating the offshore Tachen islands seems 
to be stalemated temporarily with the National- 
ist Chinese perhaps calling for reconsideration of 
the whole question of withdrawal of their troops. 

At his press conference Wednesday, President 
Eisenhower declined to answer questions as to 
whether the United States would use its forces 
to defend Quemoy and Matsu, as he said would 
be used in the eventsof an attack on Formosa. 
This refusal to answer could be explained, as 
Mr. Eisenhower himself explained it, on the 
grounds that he would not give out a blueprint 
of our plans. It could also be explained as an 
indication that a policy for Quemoy and Matsu 
has not yet been decided on. 

However the matter of policy on Quemoy 
may stand, it is no place for the United States 
to become involved in a shooting war. Only 
seven miles off China proper, Quemoy is for 
all practical purposes a part of the mainland as 
much as if it were a cape or promontory jutting 
into the sea. If the United States loses a vessel 
of the Seventh Fleet in Quemoy waters, as a 
consequence moving into the Chinese civil war, 
we would be maneuvered into the corner that 
Chiang has tried to fashion for us ever since 
he fled to Formosa, 

Minority Leader Knowland, who is known not 
without some cause as the “Senator from For- 
mosa,” discounts the efforts to bring about a 
cease-fire by saying that a cease-fire might work 
to the advantage of the Chinese Communists. So 
it might in some way. But a cease-fire could also 
be turned greatly to the free world’s benefit. 

Neither Chiang’s stake in continuing the civil 
war nor Senator Knowland’s disparagements, for 
whatever purpose, should be allowed to discour- 
age the U.N. effort to extinguish the powder 
train now burning dangerously in the Far East. 
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Success This Time 

Charles DeWitt and a group of St. Louis 
county citizens have agreed to circulate petitions 
for a new referendum on expressways, probably 
in May. This is one committee which ought to 
enjoy an open road with no stop signs, for 
three good reasons. 

One is that 'the new bond proposal apparently 
will amount only to $8,500,000, to pay for 
right-of-way for three expressways. The road 
bond program which was defeated a year ago 
called for almost four times as much money to 
be spent on many road projects. 

Even the 1954 bond plan won a sizable ma- 
jority at the polls. It would have passed with 
the necessary two-thirds support had only 5000 
voters switched sides. 

Since then the county has had another year 
to reflect on the lack of expressways which 
were needed at least four years ago and which 
would be built for the county with state and 
federal ‘funds. 

Between the increasing need for express 
routes, the modest cost to the county and past 
evidence that most county residents do want 
expressways, the new Citizens Committee for 
Expressways in St. Louis County should be able 
to see its project through—from petitions to 
referendum to concrete. 
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Speed Limits Are Not Enough 

The Missouri House has adopted a bill for 
fixed speed limits: 65 miles an hour by day, 55 
by night and lesser limits for busses and trucks, 
In their rush to align Missouri with other states, 
however, the legislators should not forget two 
corollaries of fixed limits. One is the bill to 
enlarge the Highway Patrol, for a speed law is 
no better than its enforcement. The other is 
authority to enforce slower limits on curves and 
dangerous roads. For 65 miles an hour may be 
safe in some places and suicidal in others. 
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Edgar Queeny’s Subsidy 


Edgar M. Queeny, board chairman of Mon- 
santo Chemical Co., made a strong argument in 
favor of a subsidy for the chemical industry. 

Mr. Queeny is one of the more rugged of the 
individuals hereabouts. If it seems surprising 
that he should be asking the Government for a 
subsidy, perhaps the explanation is that the sub- 
sidy he wants is already in operation, and that 
it takes the form not of a direct cash handout 
(which might sap Monsanto’s spirit of enterprise) 
but of indirect protection from competition. 

The kind of subsidy Mr. Queeny wants, in 
short, is a tariff subsidy. He wants Government 
to intervene in the free economy in order to 
assure that so many cents a pound shall be 
added to the American price of all chemicals 
produced outside the United States, thereby en- 
abling Monsanto and other American producers 
to meet foreign competition more comfortably. 

Mr. Queeny says all kinds of frightful things 
might happen if the chemical industry were de- 
niéd this subsidy and this protection. He paints 
a rather grim picture of the American chemical 
industry being laid waste by foreign competition, 
of the United States becoming dependent on 
overseas sources, of these being cut off in event 
of war. He tells us that we might lose the next 
war unless chemical tariffs are maintained. 

In some respects, it is a persuasive argument. 
But we wonder if it was made in the right court. 
Mr. Queeny was asking Congress to reject Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s request for a meaningful ex- 
tension of the Reciprocal Trade Agreements 
Act. Thus he was saying that, because Monsanto 
might be hurt by a trade agreement concerning 
chemicals, the President should be denied au- 
thority to negotiate any trade agreements. 

Congress cannot make its decision on tariff 
policy from the standpoint of any particular in- 
dustry. It must look to the general good of the 
nation and the general good of the free world. 

If it will do that, Congress will pass a strong 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act—for the gen- 
eral good of the nation and the free world de- 
mands an extension of international trade, and 
reciprocal trade agreements, by which one na- 
tion lowers a trade barrier in exchange for a 
lowered trade barrier somewhere else, are a 
proved and sound way of promoting that end. 
Once a meaningful trade agreements law is 
again on the books, Edgar M. Queeny may very 
well be able to make a powerful case against ne-

gotiation ‘of a trade agreement in which tariffs 
on certain chemicals are reduced. But he has no 
case against the adoption of the law itself. 
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Dixon-Yates Questions 
President Eisenhower's statement, in reply to 
a question at his press conference, that he will 
not withdraw the Dixon-Yates power contract, 
leaves these questions still unanswered: 
Where is the power which the Tennessee 
Valley will need in 1957 to come from? 


How far is the damage which the Dixon- 


Yates controversy is doing to the Atomic Energy 
Commission to be allowed to go? 

The ruling fact about the power demands of 
the Tennessee Valley is that it takes three 
years to build a steam generating plant and 
put it into operation. Litigation already threat- 
ened over the Dixon-Yates contract would tie 
up the proposed private steam plant at West 
Memphis, Ark., beyond that deadline. In fact, 
Senator Jackson of Washington says of the 
proposed litigation: “It’s going to keep the 
lawyers busy for the next six years.” 

In the AEC itself, the damage that is being 
done is indicated by the repeated outbursts 
between Chairman Strauss, who supports Dixon- 
Yates, and Commissioner Murray, who thinks 
it unwise. But these signs of trouble in the 
commission are only the part of the iceberg 
that is above water. Mr. Murray asserts and 
Adm. Strauss denies that the Dixon-Yates con- 
troversy is obstructing the more important 
business of the commission. A United Press 
report on the situation inside AEC gives evi- 
dence on Commissioner Murray’s side of this 
debate. It says: 


The AEC has‘ not yet formally acted on 
Gen. Nichols’s resignation as general man- 
ager. There was some speculation that 
choice of his successor might be held up, 
along with other important business, by a 
voting stalemate that has developed in the 
commission. This stalemate finds Strauss 
and Commissioner Murray at loggerheads 
on fundamental issues of policy and a new 
commissioner, Dr. W. F. Libby, taking a neu- 
tral position on controversial questions. 


If this report is accurate, then conditions 
inside AEC are not only as bad as Commis- 
sioner Murray has said, they are much worse. 
Bitter controversy within the commission is 
serious enough. A stalemate rendering the com- 
mission helpless to act on important and press- 
ing decisions is incomparably worse. 

Can anyone truly think that this contract with 
a private power syndicate is worth what it is 
costing the nation’s atomic program? 
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After One Year 

The nation has now had a year’s experience 
with the Refugee Relief Act and much of that 
experience was bad. Under this law the United 
States planned to admit 200,000 refugees to 
this country in three years. But in the first 
year only some 13,000 refugees were admitted. 

Even the act's frustrated administrator, Scott 
McLeod, now doubts it will be possible to fill 


‘the full quota. The Administration, which backed 


the measure to overcome foreign suspicion of 
the McCarran Immigration Act, seeks changes. 
What should be done about it? The triple- 
plated security procedures ought to be thinned 
down a little. Administration of the law in- 
volves five different federal departments, and 
that is too many. The required guarantees of 
home and job for each refugee ought to be 
relaxed realistically. : 
Fortunately Congress seems disposed to re- 
move some of the obstructions to refugees. 
When only 6 per cent of the refugees supposed 
to be admitted in three years are admitted in 
one year, the need for improvement is clear. 
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A Name in Massachusetts 

Back in 1930 the political enemies of the late 
Senator George W. Norris of Nebraska tried the 
despicable trick of trying to beat him by confus- 
ing the voters. They hunted up a Nebraska 
grocer by the same name and ran him in the 
primary on the same ticket. But the voters of 
Nebtaska caught on quickly. They renominated 
the statesman and allowed the grocer to go on 
tending his store. 

Massachusetts provided a somewhat similar 
exploitation of a well-known name im the No- 
vember election. The episode and its background 
are described in The National Municipal Review. 

Just about the best known name in public life 
in Massachusetts in recent years is that of Ken- 
nedy. Joseph P. Kennedy was Ambassador to 
England during the late 30s and now his son, 
John F. Kennedy, is a United States Senator. 
There is also a John F. Kennedy who ran the 
stock room in the Gillette Safety Razor factory 
in South Boston. 

The safety razor Mr. Kennedy filed for the 
Democratic nomination for State Treasurer in 
1952. Although he made no campaign he re- 
ceived 86,000 votes and ran second in a seven- 
man race. In the same election, the then Con- 
gressrnan John F. Kennedy, won election to the 
Senate over the incumbent, Henry Cabot Lodge. 

Now comes 1954. The safety razor Mr. Ken- 
nedy again files for State Treasurer. Without 
effort he wins the nomination from two oppon- 
ents. He issues no printed matter. He attends 
few meetings. He hoists only one banner in all 
the state—in his home town. He spends less 
than $200. Yet in November he wins again. His 
vote of more than 1,000,000 is greater than the 
vote for the Democratic nominees for Lieutenant 
Governor and Attorney General. 

The National Municipal Review’s comment is 
as pertinent as its reporting. Here is what it 
says about the Kennedy confusion: 


The astounding thing is the casual and 
amiable complacence of the Massachusetts 
press and public over the results of the vote 
which puts in charge of the state’s millions 
a man of no apparent qualifications. It 
seems to be regarded as a harmless political 
trick and a piece of rare luck for the bene- 
ficiary, who concedes with a smile that he 
won on the similarity of his name to the 
Senator’s and says, “But I’m older than 
Jack and had the same name before he did.” 
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Poor Exchange 

The swearing-in of Everett Hutchinson as a 
member of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion ends an episode and could be wished to 
end a practice. Mr.; Hutchinson is an Austin 
(Tex.) lawyer. His principal qualification for 
the post was that he was sponsored by Senator 
Daniel of Texas, who bolted the Democratic 
party to support the Republican presidential 
Mr. Hutchinson replaces on 
the commission Charles D. Mahaffie, regarded 
as the leading expert on railroad finance. 

Mr. Mahaffie was forced to retire by White 
House aids who had previously but unsuccess- 
fully put retirement pressure on another ICC 
commissioner, J. Monroe Johnson. Mr. Johnson 
fought back, Mr. Mahaffie did not. So the 
commission loses an outstandingly well qualified 
man to an appointee with no known special 
qualifications, and partisan politics is injected in- 
to a quasi-judicial, independent regulatory agency 
which is supposed to be above partisanship,

Women usually need to gain self- 
confidence in a classroom. 

Since social custom in America dic- 
tates that women shouid be courted by 


men, at least overtly, women must not . 


appear too aggressive in the presence 
of men. 


Rein on Student's Learning 


If they are too brilliant or too dull in 
a mixed class their social status is com- 
promised. Men subconsciously do not 
wish to be outshone, nor do they wish 
to be burdened with a dull companion. 

These artificial barriers make the 
typical girl cautious in class. Conse- 
quently intellectual battles of the class- 
room are usually waged by the men 
while the girls look on. 

Venturesome, agtive participation in 
learning is necessary to the greatest 
progress. Students fail more often be- 
cause they do not believe in*their ideas 
than because of their dogmatism.

There is no reason why a woman 
whois able to think and succeeds in 
doing so should become a social misfit 
after she has learned to rely on her 
brain as well as her personality.

The result is an un- 
realized potentiality on the part of 
many women who rein in their natural 
thirst for learning before the forbidding 
eye of a self-confident man. 

Most curricula in co-educational col- 
leges are designed for men. Of course, 
there is no female version of mathe- 
matics, chemistry, or French. But the 
uses to be made of them may be dif- 
ferent and more uniform on the part 
of women. : 

Certainly the incidence of need for a 
researcher's knowledge of these sub- 
jects is far lower among women than 
men. A typical class of women is going 
to want economics for a different pur- 
pose from the average man. 


A Glass Solely for Women 


In a mixed class the instructor usual- 
ly chooses illustrations that help. the 
men and lets the women pick up such 
crumbs of insight as they may. 

A class solely for women presented 
to them in light, of their interests, ex- 
pected use of it, and typical idiom can 
be expected to yield greater educational 
profit per hour than one that must. ad- 
dress itself at the same time to these 
same. factors which are basic for men. 

Another area in which women de- 
serve. better conditions than ‘they 
usually confront in. a co-educational 
college is in their informal learning 
through extracurriculars. 

A campus for women can give to 
them opportunities for self-development 
not available elsewhere. All student 
offices are open to them there and not 
divided with, or rather conceded to, 
men. : 

Women should not be mere spec- 
tators of sports, student government, 
publications, departmental clubs. Their 
participation in these becomes a basic 
factor in the maturing of their person- 
alities. 


Factors That Assure Happiness 


A school offering a maximum of op- 
portunities for self-expression offers 
the richest educational community. 

Further, college must assist women 
in learning how to get along with 
women, 

Unassisted by the sex attraction, 
which glosses over to men many a flaw, 


..women .develop genuine resources in 


living harmoniously with their natural 
competitors. 

A woman’s woman commands as 
much admiration as a man’s man.

20-Year Hark-Back. 


That is why he and his staff 
always cali their project a 
“study” and never allow the 
word “investigation” to be ut- 
tered, even under their breath. 

In announcing that public 
hearings will begin about Feb. 
23, the Senator said, “We are 
not trying to prove any wrong- 
doing; rather, the committee 
sincerely wants to learn about 
the present levels of stock mar- 
ket prices to determine whether 
or not there is any cause for 
concern.” ; 

‘The muted. approach to this 
subject symbolizes the tendency 
of the Democrats when they as- 
sumed control of Congress to 
proceed cautiously. In this par- 
ticular case, they are aware of 
the connotations of the word 
“investigation.” 

It harks back immediately to 
the very famous investigation of 
the New York stock market 20 
years ago, in which this same 
Senate Banking Committee, but

This is for the simple reason 
that the outline or “prospectus” 
for the “study” drawn up by 
Robert Anderson, who is to di- 
rect it for the committee, cov- 
ers every conceivable angle of 
market operations, and of finan- 
cial participation and public in- 
terest, as well as how Amer- 
ca’s giant corporations are in- 
volved, how big they are, and 
who owns them. 

Not only will the “study” 
reach into every corner explored 
by the new famous investigation 
of 1933-34, but the record -of 
that investigation is being ex- 
plored for tips and clues as to 
— procedures and prac- 
tices. 


Is SEC Alert? 


Furthermore, Mr. Anderson is 
seeking guidance from Ferdi- 
nand Pecofa, New York lawyer 
(and for a time a judge), who 
conducted that other investiga- 
tion for the Banking Committee 
which often was called simply 
“The Pecora Investigation.” 

Mr. Anderson explains that he 
is not, like Ferdinand Pecora, a 
lawyer. But he does have a back- 
ground in finance and federal 
regulatory practices; for six 
years he was legislative assistant 
on such matters to Senator Paul 
H. Douglas (Dem.), Illinois. 2 

The Securities and Exchange 
Commission, as well as the Stock 
Exchange, will come under scru- 
tiny to find out whether there is 
any justification in current criti- 
cism that the SEC, because of 
changes in personnel in this Ad- 
ministration, is not as vigilant in 
its regulation as it once was. 

This light on the SEC might 
prove as valuable as any other 
phase of the “study.” Senator 
Fulbright is qualified by experi- 
ence to evaluate federal agen- 
cies.

It was the first bill to be acted 
on by the Governor at the pres- 
ent session. It will permit prison 
administrators to hire 18 addi- 
tional guards and to give wage 
increases under the state’s merit 
system. 

A special penal survey com- 
mission, which was headed by 
Maj. Gen. Ralph E. Truman (re- 
tired) of Springfield, Mo., 
ommended that the license tag 
plant be put back in operation as. 
quickly as possible. It was one | 
of the few paying industries at 
the prison. 

The emergency bill also pro- | 
vides $80,200 for a new slaugh- | 
terhouse and $25,000 for minor | 
repairs. 

The next. biennial appropria- | 
tion will not become effective | 
until July 1. By that time, it is | 
expected; the Legislature will | 
have put into effect a long-range | 
rebuilding program for the | 
state's penal system.

Welfare Fund Request. 


The House Appropriations 
Committee met today to con- 
sider a request by Proctor N. 
Carter, state director of wel- 
fare, for $7,611,000 more for 
welfare programs during the 
1955-56 biennium than had been 
recommended by Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly in his budget message 
to the Legislature. 

Carter’s request was made at 
a hearing before the committee 
last night on a bill to appropri- 
ate a total of $253,532,742 for 
the Department of Public Health 
and Welfare for the coming two- 
year period.

He said it is 
needed because of the rapidly 
increasing case load under the 
program. The additional allot- 
ment would bring the- total 
amount of state funds sought for 
the program to $10,295,000. 

Including the requests for ex- 
tra allotments, the total amount 
of state funds proposed for the 
welfare division would be $92,- 
000,000. Federal funds pro- 
vided would total $153,000,000, 
bringing the over-all total for 
the division to $245,000,000. 

The House Committee on 
Taxation and Revenue reported 
favorably a bill which would 
eliminate payment of the state 
sales tax on the “trade-in value” 
of automobiles.

‘BRITONS TERM 
OPPENHEIMER CASE 
A BLOW TO SCIENCE 


LONDON, Feb. 3 (UP)—Brit- 
ish atomic scientists said today 
the Oppenheimer case dealt a 
severe blow to American sci- 
ence and suggested that it might 
be time to revise United States 
security rules. 

The Atomic Scientists’ Jour- 
nal devoted nearly one-quarter 
of its current issue to discussion 
of the United States Govern- 
ment’s cancellation of Dr. J. 
Robert Oppenheimer’s security 
clearance last year. It coupled 
regrets over the atomic pioneer’s 
fate with fear that American- 
style security might stifle sci- 
entific research. 


“The Oppenheimer case has 


undoubtedly dealt a severe 
blow to American science,” the 
Journal said in an editorial. 


I was trying to describe where 
neither side is getting what it 
desires in this whole world 
struggle, but that they, at least, 
have sense enough to agree that 
they must not pursue it delib- 
erately and, through foree of 
arms; that is all.”

Will Name Director

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3 (AP)— 
Secretary of Defense Charles E. 
Wilson has taken a firmer grip 
of the Pentagon's industrial se- 
curity program in a centraliza- 
tion move. 

Defense officials said the 
shake-up was aimed at correct- 
ing operating snarls such as that 
which occurred in the case of 
Dr. Edward U. Condon, former 
chief of the Bureau of Standards 
and former research director of 
the Corning (N. Y.) glass works. 

Wilson spelled out his action 
in a directive dated Dec. 20 but 
distributed only yesterday to the 
Secretaries of the Army, Navy 
and Air Force. 

Hitherto, they have had final 
authority to determine the secur- 
ity status of civilian employes 
in plants doing defense work. 

Wilson told secretaries that 
experience with the security pro- 
gram in the 18 months it has 
been in effect revealed it is “suf- 
fering from certain deficiencies 
in operation, the principle cause 
of which is lack of centralized 
control and direction.” 

To overcome this deficiency, 
Wilso said, he is setting up an 
industrial security review office 
with a director to be appointed 
by him and responsible to him. 
The security director, as yet un- 


named, will work closely with 
the three service secretaries, but

Old Saloon Cook Offers Some Advice on How to Prepare It 


By Hoyt Alden 


READER who insists with 
A ensveing modesty that he is 
just an old saloon cook, 
which is nothing to apologize 


for since I have eaten some . 


wonderful meals in saloons, 
takes issue with us on the mat- 
ter of cooking just plain old 
spinach. 

“Whoever heard of using all 
that water?” he wants to know. 
He uses none at all. You are 
drowning it, he insists, and 
being the last person in the 
world to want to drown a mess 
of helpless spinach, we read on: 

“What do you intend to do, 
bathe it or cook it?” he asks. 
“Here's my way of cooking plain 
spinach. Soak the spinach in 


salt water and trim off all the | 


bruised leaves and don’t forget 
to cut off the stems. They are 
not good. Just use the tender 
leaves. When you've done that, 
soak it in several waters to be 
sure all the grit is gone. Then 
shake the water off the spinach 
and put it in a pot and cook it, 
using ho water, absolutely none. 
There is enough moisture in the 
spinach, as you will see, 


“When the spinach is done, 
drain off any water, and chop 
it as fine as you can, Chop it 
until it’s like a paste. Then cut 
one medium onion fine and fry 
it until it’s golden brown in 
some chicken or ham grease. 
When the onions are ready, put 
the spinach in with it. Add a 
pinch of sugar, a pinch of gar- 
lic powder and a pinch of curry 
powder, but watch out for the 
curry powder. It’s easy to over- 
doe. Dissolve a bouillon cube or 
two, depending on how much 
spinach you're cooking, and add 
that, and also a little onion salt 
and pepper. As for regular salt, 
watch that too, because there is 
salt in the bouillon. Now that’s 
plain spinach, just common old 
plain spinach, as plain as it can 
be cooked in my book. That 
salt and pepper and a hunk of 
butte? just ain't enough. That's 


why more people don’t like 
spinach.”

Fix It Yourself

AST week or last month or 

maybe it was last year, we 

mentioned the case of the sad 
couple who used lacquer thinner 
to remove the paint from the 
plastic tile they had just installed 
in their bath and how the thin- 
ner removed not only the paint 
but most of the tile. 

This is because lacquer thinner 
and plastic tile don’t always get 
along. It also gets us around to 
what you can use to remove 
paint and varnish from plastic 
tile and the answer to this one is 
pure turpentine. Now there are 
a lot of things that pass as sub- 
stitutes for turpentine and some 
of them may work for certain 
jobs but for removing paint and 
varnish from plastic tile, be sure 
that it’s pure turpentine. Any 
other solvent may damage the 


e. 

You'll find that after removing 
the paint or varnish from the 
tile, the surface will be slightly 
dulled and this can be fixed up 
by polishing with powdered 
chalk and water mixed into a 
paste. Use a soft clean cloth to 
apply this polish and then wipe 
the area clean with a dry cloth. 

Scratches in plastic tile or 
areas damaged by small amounts 
of solvents can often be polished 
out with fine pumice stone and 
water. This, of course, will leave 
a dulled surface that will re- 
quire polishing with the pow- 
dered chalk and water as men- 
tioned above. 

The liquid in the average home 
most likely to damage plastic tile 
is nail polish remover which is 
about the same thing as lacquer 
thinner.

Curing Dawdling

Wim if your child is a dawdler, as so many are? What

if morning in your home is a nightmare of dawdling on 
your child’s part, frantic urging on your-part that he 


_ hurry so he won't be late for school? 


We have discussed this problem in columns past. Today 
we'd like to bring you the advice of Dr, Frank Howard 
Richardson, author of the recent book, “How to Get Along 
.With Children,” 

For this advice to be applied effectively, the child must, 
of course, have reached a certain minimum age of respon- 
sibility, say about & years of age. (Before that, morning 
dawdling will probably be best handied hy stpeamlining 
routines, giving as much help as possible, and keeping re- 
quirements down to a minimum.) 


*x* x* * : 

DR. RICHARDSON SUGGESTS that you can cure @ 
child of dawdling and get him up in time for school easily, 
“If you'll follow a very simple course.' Tell him that, begin- 
ning tomorrow morning, he is to be on his own, with no 
more hurrying, or even reminding, on your part. You will 


' be glad to call him when it is time for him to get up, if he 


wants you to, tell him when breakfast is on the table, and 
notify him five minutes before the school bus is due to ar- 
rive. But from now on it is going to be strictly up to him to 
decide when he is to get up, get dressed, have breakfast, and 
be ready for the bus, without one word of nagging or re- 
minding from you. Thef sit back and see what happens. 

“A recent cartoon illustrates the thinking of the dawd- 
ling child. Two half-dressed boys are leaping up and down 
on their bed, while a third one looking on remarks with an 
anxious expression. ‘We'll be late for school if Mother 
doesn’t start hollering for us to hurry up and come down.’ 

“If you want results, you'll do absolutely nothing while 
your young man makes several decisions. Each of these has 
consequences pleasant or unpleasant to him, but of no con- 
cern to you. If he has to choose between a last-minute 
snooze and breakfast, or between missing his breakfast and 
losing the bus, that is his affair, not yours. So why should 
you be the one to worry? 


Se 2: 

“HE CERTAINLY will not starve, though he may be 
hungry by lunch time. If he loses the bus, he'll either have 
to walk to scheol and probably be late, or miss school en- 
tirely for that day if it’s too far away for him to walk., Each 
of these will entail unpleasant consequences, but he will 
have only himself, certainly not you, to blame. He'll have 
to take up the matter with his teacher and do whatever ex- 
plaining may be necessary, or submit to any punishment she 
may see fit to impose. 

“Let me repeat. You do nothing. I hope you won't be 
one of those intolerable ‘I told you so’ mothers. You can't 
honestly make up an excuse for him to take to his teacher. 
All you can do is to sympathize with him for the inevitable 
results of his own actions. You'll note a remarkable im- 
provement in his dawdling. Be assured of that.”

in dummy, then declarer (East) 
drew two rounds of trumps and 
slyly led a low spade from the 
table. North went up with the 
king (rather injudiciously) and, 
doubtless fearing that the rest 
of the spade suit belonged to the 
enemy, laid down the ace of 
clubs—a fatal indiscretion.

Ribbentrop questioned a 
French journalist about *‘ ‘your 
greatest military technician.” 
When the Frenchman looked 
blank, Ribbentrop exclaimed, 
“Why, Col. De Gaulle, of 
course!” It was a new name to 
the journalist. Later, at a 
luncheon with Hitler, the same 
question was put by a Ger- 
man general. 

The German General Staff 
organized its panzer divisions 
down to the last detail on the 
model set forth by the colonel 
in his book, “The Army of 
the Future.”

I GO BACK 20 years be- 
cause I want to present one of 
the ideas discussed by 
Gaulle which is crucial for us 
today. Perhaps it will be as 
dangerous for us as Ameri- 
cans to disregard this theory as 
it was for the French to ignore 
his idea about a fluid and 
mechanized army. 

The question he posed was 
whether in time of war it was 
the head of the state who 
made the decisions, or wheth- 
er the head of the armed 
forces should have the final 
word. And he, a military man, 
said unhesitatingly that the 
civilian head of the state must 
be in control. Any division of 
authority was disastrous. He 
illustrated by two. examples 
which the French would not 
find it difficult to remember 
and understand. 

Why did the Germans win 
the Franco-Prussian war? Ob- 
viously there were many fac- 
tors, but the. over-riding rea- 
son was the smooth relation- 
ship between Bismarck and 
Moltke, with Bismarck calling 


the shots, Moltke executing 
them in the field. 


And why did the Germans 
lose the war of 1914-18? Be- 
cause the German Chancellor 
could not control] Adm. von 
Tirpitz. Bethmann Hollweg 
was opposed to’ submarine 
warfare, knowing that it would 
bting the United States. into 


PS the war; the Admiral refused 
to abide by the Chancellor's 


foreign policy. The entry of 
the United States was indeed 
the decisive and final blow to 
the German cause. 

Today as we scan the head- 
lines concerning Formosa we 
hope that President Eisen- 
hower, the chief of state, is 
calling the shots and that he 
will continue to do so. Adm. 
Radford’s policy might be as 
disastrous for this country as 
was Adm. von Tirpitz’s policy 
for Germany.

The 
State should establish a school 
to train civilians for top jobs 
just as professionally as it 
trains military men. The 
civilian who is going to make 
the fateful decisions for our 
per omg needs careful prepar- 
ation. 


That sounds convincing, but | 


who could guarantee, in a de- 
mocracy, that it would be the 
the -civilian equivalent of a 
West Pointer who would be 
elected to the presidency? We 
might turn out class. after 
class of crack graduates in 
statecraft; in the end they 
could aspire only to appoin- 
tive offices. 

Ten years ago De Gaulle 
himself was chief of state for 
a short time. Nobody doubts 
that he could have made him- 
self dictator. Instead he 
walked out, after the French 
voted in a constitution as 
weak as that of the Third Re- 
public. Nobody, .he said in 
disgust, could govern France 
under that document. Nobody 
has, though Mendes-France is 
making a good try. 

Once more, there {is a les- 
son for Americans in current 
French events. The Bricker 
amendment, or any reduction 
of the power of the executive, 
would reproduce in Washing- 
ton the same chaos that we 
now deplore in France. 

The Chief Executive must 
make the decisions, His pow- 
er must never be weakened. 


Of Jobless 


In Their 40s 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


° NEW YORK. 
NE of the subjects I am 
constantly being asked to 
write about is the condi- 
tion in regard to employing 
older people in our country. 
By that I do not mean people 
in the sixties and seventies 
but people in their forties. 
One letter I have sets forth 
a truly sad situation and I 
would like to quote from it: 
“Until a year and a half 
ago my husband worked for a 
drug chain. He was a white- 
collar man. His wages were 
not in the highest brackets 
but he made a nice, comfort- 
able living. We bought a mod- 
est home, accumulated insur- 
ance and saved a little money. 
We were happy and felt a 
humble sense of security for 
he was given the understand- 
ing that he could work until 
he wished to retire.” 
* * * 


HER HUSBAND lost his job 
and the letter continues: 
“Since that time we have writ- 
ten over 1900 letters to drug 
chains, supermarket chains, 
drug manufacturers and em- 
ployment counselors seeking 
employment. Always the same 
answer, ‘You have a wonder- 
ful background, excellent ref- 
erence, but our retirement 
plan prevents us from hiring 
older men.’ We have spent 
close to $5000 in his traveling 
from Cleveland to New York, 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Florida, 
Indiana and many, many other 
places seeking work. Always 
we hear the same sad story, 
*‘We are hiring younger men.’ 
We have written Government 
offices when they have adver- 
tised needing men for foreign 
countries, such as Mutual Se- 
curity Agency, United States 
Information Agency, but with 
no success. 

“Always trying to be ‘the 


hunting dog and not the ken- 


have a job under working con- 
ditions which beggar descrip- 
tion—one I finally took in des- 
peration—I work harder and 
for more people than any 
younger person would for one 
moment consider doing. In 
other words, the people I work 
for are opportunists, fully 
aware of the employment sit- 
uation and are piling on all 
the work the traffic will bear.” 

Finally, I have the followe 
ing: “Now with the big corpo- 
ration chains dominating the 
retail field, people cannot 
dream of someday going into 
business for themselves. That 
field is closed to most of us 
now. We are thrown upon the 
labor market. And chain 
stores will employ only young 
people. We see want ads 
‘young man wanted’ to learn 
a trade, a business. That means 
men from 18 to 25 to be hired 
at a small wage while learn- 
ing. A man -will spend up-to 
five years learning. How much 
time has he if he will not be 
hired after 40?” 

These letters illustrate a 
wasteful situation, one on 
which some hard thinking 
needs to be done. It seems to
